STUDENT’S 
SKELETON 
“IN RAVINE 
Bones of Tilford Dozier, 
Missing Redding Youth, 
Found Near Home 


BY A. P. NIORT WIRE) 
REDDING, Nov. 26.—The mys- 
terious disappearance nearly two 
years ago of Tilford Dorter, 198- 
year-old student of the University 
of California, and son of Dr. Ern- 
est Dozter, Redding physician and 
forrher State Assemblyman, was 
solved today with the finding of 
the boy's ekeleton in «a ravine 
within half a mile of the Dozier 
home and hospital. 

The discovery Was made by «a 
searching party organized after 
two boys on a hunting expedition 
found a human jawbone in the 
ravine. No weapons were found 
and the cause of the boy's death 
was not determined. An inquest 
will be held tomorrow. 

The Dozier boy was last . seen 
January 11, 1924, shortly after he 
had returned home from Berkeley 
on account of tliness. While a 
student at the University of Cali- 
fornia, he specialized in chemica! 
engineering and was declared un- 
usually brilliant.

Winifred Sun- 
derlin Haggett, dean of women at 
the University of Washington, de- 
clined to express any opinion as to 
how generally co-ed smoking ex- 
tends at that institution and added 
that it was a bad practice. The 
university has no smoking ban, but 
the Women's Federation, a co-ed 
body, opposes it. 

Smoking among women of Whit- 
man’ College, Washington, is not 
opposed on moral grounds, Miss 
R. Louise Fitch, dean of women, 
said, but the girls have been re- 
quested to refrain because of the 
asserted bad effect of smoking on 
their health and well-being. The 
co-eds are handling the smoking 
very well themeelves, she 


The co-eds have taken care of 
the question at the University of 
Idaho and if any of the girls there 
like to take an occasiona] puff at 
a cigarette they are frowned on by 
their alsters. 
habit at Idaho, 
said. The university itself forbids 
smoking. 

At the University of Southern 
California, the sentiment in regard 
to smoking was sald to be about 
“fifty-fifty,” with Dr. Rufus B. von 
KleinSmid directly opposed to the 
practice. At Oregon Agricultural 
College, women are forbidden by 
rule to smoke. At Reed College, 
Portiand, the students have a rule 
that no girl under 18 years of age 
shall smoke, and girls over that 
age must have their parents’ or 
guardians consent. “There is 
some smoking by girls on Reed 
campus, but not much.” Pr ent 
Norman F. Colman said. 

Dr. Carl Gregg Doney, president 
of Willamette University, Oregon, 
sald that the university would 
“gleefully part’ with any girl stu- 
dent who smoked on the campus 
or anywhere elee. 

“None of the faculty nor trustees 
smoke,” gaid Dr. John F. Dobbs, 
president of Pacific University, 
Forest Grove, Or.

OF OPERATION 


Death Follows Day After 
Daughter Born 


Life-Long Hopes for Son 
' Prove Futile 


Prince Praja, Brother, to 
+ Ascend Throne

BANGKOK (Siam) Nov. 26. — 
Rama VI, King of Siam fifteen 
years, died today, about a month 
after he had divorced his Queen 
and taken another wife in the 


hope of having an heir to the 
throne. - 

His hopes were not realized and 
his younger brother, Prince Praja 
Dhipok, succeeds to the throne. 

Rama VI..-who was 45 years of 
age, recently underwent an opera- 
tion for an abdominal abscess from 
which he did not recover. Prior 
to the operation he had syffered 
from acute gastritis. 

Educated at Oxford, Rama, on 
his marriage in 1922 to Princess 
Lakshmi! Lavan, abjured polygamy 
and abolished the harem which ‘his 
father had maintained. 

In 1910 it was decided that un- 
ti! King Rama had male tasue the 
succession should be through the 
Queen-Mother's son. 

last month Rama deposed his 
Queen on the ground that she had 
not “carried out her duties toward 
King and country in a satisfactory 
manner.” 

The daughter born yesterday to 

the King and the new Queen, Chao 
Chom Suvadana, was the first child 
to be born to a King of Siam for 
thirty-two years. the last being 
Prince Praja Dhipok, who now 
succeeds to the throne. 
When King Rama tast month 
raised Lady Suvadana to the rank 
of royal congort in place of the 
childless Queen Lakshmi, the fol- 
lowing proclamation was tasued: 

“The King has observed that 
the new Queen has served him 
with faithfulness and ‘ove, and it 
is fitting, therefore, that she should 
raised to high estate in order 
to support the rank of the child 
she will bear His Majesty in the 
near future.” 

Rama VI was the son of King 
Rama V, cr King Chulalongkorn. 
whom he succeeded in 1916. Until 
1917 the new King retained the 
name he had born as Crown Prince, 
Maha Vafiravudh, but in that year 
he assumed the title of King Rama 
VI. He brought in western advis- 
ere in many phases of government, 
revised the laws, encouraged prog- 
ress in medicine and hygiene.

high as 101% and accrued inter- 
est.

Under the plan, the bondholéer 
will deposit his security with «a 
bank or trust company as the 
means of setting in motion ma- 
chinery which will stop when the 
Treasury's acceptance results in 
payment, direct to the owner.

DETAILS GIVEN 


Gov. Richardson Tells Why 
Clemency Refused 
Admitted Syndicalist Held 
Lawfully Convicted 


Called Supporter of Doctrine 
Aiding Revolution 


(EXCLUSIVE DIsPaTCH) 
SACRAMENTO, Nov. 26.—In @ 
pamphiet released by Gov. Rich- 
ardson today, bearing on the con- 
viction of Miss Charlotte Anita 


Whitney on charges of criminal 
syndicalism and the subsequent ef- 


fort to have her pardoned, which 
the Governor refused, the State's 
chief executive reviews the case 
from beginning to end, setting 
forth tn detail his reasons for re- 
fusing executive clemency. His re- 
fusal. he stated, is based upon the 
fact that Miss Whitney wae given 
a fair and impartial trial by jury, 
that she was convicted of aiding 
in the organization of a radical 
element subscribing to the doctring 
of revolution by force and blood- 
shed, that this conviction was up- 
held through the State Supreme 
Court, and that, despite a “clamor 
made by some persons for a par- 
don. she herself has not made any 
request for a pardon, which is 
mandatory under the law before 
any executive intervention can be 
made. 
The Governor declares that as 
long as the criminal syndicalism 
law is on the statute books, he 
must enforce its provisions or vio- 
late his oath of office. The law, 
he adds. has been reviewed by four 
successive legislatures and consid- 
ered applicable to existing condi- 
tions in California 
stance. 

LAW DEFINED 
The epecific charge on c 
Mise Whitney was convicted, the 
statement reads, was at of un- 
lawfully organizing an assisting 
in the organization and knowingly 
becoming a member of an oraniza- 
tion advocating the teaching and 
abetting of criminal syndicalism. 
The law Sefines criminal syndical- 
ism as “Any doctrine or precept ad- 
vocating, teaching or aiding and 
abetting commission of crime, 
sabotage or unlawful acts of force 
er violence or unlawful metheds of 
terrorism, as @ means of accom- 
plishing a change in industrial 
Ownership or a@ntrol, or affecting 
afpolitical change.” The statute 
also makes it a crime “for one 
to organize or assist in organizing 
or knowingly become a member 
of any organization, society, group, 
or assembly of persons organized 
or assembled to advocate, teach 
or aid and abet criminal syndical- 
Miss Whitney was arrested No- 
vember 28, 1919, for her organiza- 
tion activities in connection with 
the forming of the Communist La- 
bor party, which, according to un- 
disputed evidence at her trial, was 
a group of extreme radicals who 
cut loose from the old Socialist 
party. The organization meeting 
was conducted in 1.W.W. Hall at 
Oakland and in the platform and 
program there adopted, the Com- 
munist Labor party, of which Mies 
Whitney was an admitted member, 
declared itself in complete accord 
with the principles of Communism 
as laid down in the manifesto of 
the Third Internationale con- 
ducted at Moscow, March 2 to 6, 
1919. 


ARMING ADVOCATED | 
The manifesto referred to, proof 
of which was upheld by the jury

Clearly, according to the Gover- 
nor’s pamphiet, the party which 
Mies Whitney assisted in érganiz- 
ing and whose propaganda she 
spread, advocated, by subg@cription 
to such a document, the overthrow 
of the United States government by 
force and bloodshed. This was 
admitted in the trial of John OC. 
Taylor, one of Miss Whitney's as- 
sociates in the party, who referred 
plans as the “bloody revo- 

ution.” 


“EXAMPLES” GIVEN 

The organization also expressed 
sympathy with the “propaganda 
and example’ of the Industrial 
Workers of the World and it was 
shown at the trial that part of this 
“propaganda and example” con- 
sisted in the burning of houses and 
barns, warehouses and haystacke, 
largely through the use of phos- 
phorous bombs, the polsoning of 
cattle by putting cyanide in their 
water, the destruction of orchards 
by driving copper nails in trees. 
the sowing of Bermuda and John- 
son grass in fertile farm lands and 
the general destruction of property. 

In a« letter to Upton Sinclair. who 
besought Miss Whitney's pardon, 
Gov. Richardson said: 

“Her powerful influence and 
wealth have kept her out of prison 
for nearly six years. Other viola- 
tors of this law, who have lacked 
this influence, have been serving 
their terms in prison. 

“While | am Governor, 1 pro- 
pose to stand staunchly for the 
laws of the State and the Constitu- 
tion. Those who have heen con- 
viceted after fair trials by juries. 
sustained by decisions of courts, 
cannot expect to escape punish- 
ment of their crimes by appealing 
to me.”

(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 
AKRON (0.) Nov. 26.—Clearing 
away of the Liberian jungle pre- 
paratory to the planting of 
1,000,000 acres of rich African soll 
with 100,000,000 rubber has 
been begun by forces marshalled 
from the ends of the earth by 
Harvey 8S. Firestone, president of 
the Firestone Tire and Rubber 
Company. 

By January 1, 240 representa- 
tives of the Akron compeny will 
be in Liberia, pushing forward the 
project which Mr. Firestone said 
will be supplying between 25 and 


rubber within the next decade. 

The leasing transactions already 
are completed with the Liberian 
government. The construction. of 
wharfage facilities has begun at 


Monrovia, the Liberian capital, and 
the planting of the first 60,000 
acres is under way. 


This first planting will be com 
pleted within the next six monthy 


size will be completed in the siz 
months following. 

The Liberian acquisition and 
development by the American 
company is certain to bring down 
rubber prices which have bounded 
apwarde in the last several months, 
in Mr. Firestone’s opinion. — 
“Planters the world over have! 
had the feeling that America has 
only been bluffing in its rubber 
projects,” Mr. Firestone said. “It 
has appeared to them that the 
United States manufacturers have 
not been willing to Invest money 
with a return no nearer than five 
or aix years. They believe they 
have noted an American desire to 
cash in on investments at once 
and that therefore the Americans 
are not inclined to make any thor- 
ough developments. This attitude 
is rapidly changing now as our 
work goes forward in Liberia.” 
Following the entry of the Fire- 
stone forces into the little African 
republic, the company’s head an- 
nounced tha 35.000 acres had 
been acquired In Tobasco on the 
isthmus of Tehuantepec in Mexico, 
and that rubber already was being 
extracted from trees planted there 
by other interests several years 
ago. 


MAY INVADE AMAZON 


In addition to these enterprises, 
Mr. Firestone capped his world- 
wide /rubber quest with the an- 
houncement that he was seriously 
éonasidering entering the Amazon 
basin in South America where mil- 
lions of acres of rubber lands are 
undeveloped. 
Three concessions have been ob- 
talned by the Firestone company 
from the Liberian government. The 
first was the lease of 2000 acres of 
land, previously held and partly 
developed by British _planters. 
Twelve hundred acres of this land, 
now planted in rubber trees, is 
producing rubber and Is to be a 
nursery and experiment basis for 
the larger American project. 
The second lease, which is the 
1,000,000-acre acquisition, gives the 
American company not only the 
right to plant and produce rubber 
on that acreage, but: gives it all 
other rights, such as mineral, sub- 
soil and timber rights. The tim- 
ber rights are given the company 
tax free. 


A third grant by the Liberian 
government gives the company the 
right to construct its own lines of 
communication within and without 
the plantation for its private use, 
without taxation.

Pomona College, With Girls Leading List 


(LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE] 
CLAREMONT, Nov. 26—What are the vocational ambitions of 
college students? An interesting answer to this question has been 


made at Pomona College in a report presented by Clifford N. Hand, 
in charge of student aid and labor. 


Teaching is by far the most popu 
jar vocation, with 229 expecting to 
enter this work. This large num- 
ber is explained by the number 
of girls who choose the teaching 
| profession, which in most instances 
is a stepping stone between col- 
lege and merriage. . 

| EDUCATION LEADS 

In classifying the vocations the 
report states that 270 students ex- 
pect to enter educational work of 

some sort. Fifty-five students are 
, interested in religion and social 
service while elighty-three expect 
to make their mark in the busi- 
ness world. Other professions at- 
tract 121 students, with agricul- 
ture interesting only thirteen. Mu- 
sic, art and literature claim i131 
devotees. 

Forty-five vocations are listed 
besides teaching. Music interests 
Mtty-three; business, 43; law, 42; 
medicine, 41; journalism, 36; s0o- 
celal service, 34: engineering, 29; 
physical education, 27; chemistry, 
20; literature, 19; library and art, 
14 each; science, geology and ag- 
riculture, 10 each; banking, nine; 
pastorate and economics, eigh. 
each; language interpreting, six; 
secretarial and religious education, 
five each; Y.W.C.A. and railroad- 
ing, four each; advertising, for- 
eign missions, architecture, re- 
search, insurance and Y.M.C.A., 
three each; drama, housekeeping, 
Le@ommercial biology, nursing. phar- 
macy, diplomacy and dentistry, 
two each and one each in veterin- 
ary surgery, real estate brokerage, 
commercial entomology, pathology, 
boy's work, undertaker, account- 
ing, brokerage and dietetics.

An interesting sidelight on the 
report is that many of those who 
chose physical education as a vo- 
cation included coaching. The 
number who picked journalism as 
their life work is much larger this 
year than last, while the ten who 
chose science gave no indication 
of what branch of science they 
meant to enter. Seven hundred 
and twelve students out of 845 in 
the atudent body stated their vo-

ONTARIO, Nov. 26.—Efforts to 
correct conditions, which were held 
responsible recently for giving On- 
tario the unsavory distinction of 
having one of the highest infant 
mortality rates in the civilized 
world, were today reported under 
way following a spectal meeting 
of the City Council] and City Plan- 
ning*Commission. Better sanita- 
tion and better living conditjons 
generally in the city’s Latin quar- 
ter were the chief measures con- 
sidered. 

At the meeting. Mayor Willard 
D. Ball reported that investigations 
had disclosed that an asserted un- 
scrupulous promoter, unayle to pro- 
cure the approval of a subdivision 
of his property without the ex- 
pense on his part necessary to as- 
sure proper street and sanitary fa- 
cilities, had recently sold small par- 
cels of a tract lying on the south 
side of Califormia street and east 
| of Campus avenue, to Mexican la- 
borers and others, absolutely with- 
out restriction. 

The result bas been the erection 
of a homogeneotis mass of shacks. 
many without windows, some hous- 
ing as many as ten persons in two 
rooms and all without plumbing or 
sanitary facilities of any kind. 

Most of tbese parcels of land are 
being purchased under contract 
with monthly payments, In most 
cases rot exceeding $5 a month, 
and to enforce the law requiring 
the Installation of cesspools or sew. 
er would be practically equivalent 
to rulning the buyers, whose ig- 
norance the promoter is charged 
with taking advantage. 

The tract was recently taken 
over by Ralph M. Myers and J. 8S. 
Pearson, who expresse4 a desire 
-to assist by advancing money to 
lot buyers for sewer connections.

tion, being completely demoralized. 
They were suffering from disease, 
lack of food and lack of shelter, 

but for the welfare work of 
the Irak authorities they would 
have been completely exterminated, 
due to their hardships and suffer- 


“The tales of Turkish atrocities 
are consistent in their accounts of 
pillage, the murder of men, wom- 
en and children and the violation 
of women. Refugees arriving daily 
from the northern districts con- 
firm the atro@ies which are im- 
portant. 

POLICY UNDEFINED 

“Owing to the refusal of the 
Turkish authorities to hold an in- 
quiry;in connection with this ter- 
ritory, I have been unable to form 
an opinion as to whether the de- 
portations are a general Turkish

tions, or merely a frontier pol- 
icy. Although our report generally 
is very reserved, we find that these 


people have been forced out of 


their homes under most inhumane 
conditions. There is little doubt as 
to the responsibility of the Turkish 
officials, who are gullty of the grav- 
est crimes.”

Robertson & Co., Long Beach 
pipe-lUne contractors yesterday 
started a crew on the job of con- 
structing a fifteen-mile pipe-line 
from Baldwin Hills to Rosecrans. 
The line is being built for Mur- 
phy & Dillion, and will cost ap- 


proximately $150,000. It will be a 
gas line, of ten-inch pipe with a 
capacity of about 10,000,000 cubic 
feet of gas a day. 

Murphy & Dillon, according to 
official reports, have contracted to 
handle the dry gas from the Stand- 
ard Company's gasoline plant 
at the Inglewood field, which will 
be delivered to Mutphy & Dillon 
under high pressure, and trans- 
ported to the pipe-line system of 
the Industrial Fuel Supply Com- 
pany, the connection. being made at 
Rosecrans. Murphy & Dillion do 
not expect to opérate the line to 
capacity at first, but later will add 
the dry gas output of other Inglie- 
wood oil producers. 

The Industrial Fuel Supply Com- 
pany, which recently completed «a 
seven-mile pipe-line from Domin- 
guez to Athens, will’ take the gas 
from the Murphy & Dillon line to 
Domingues, and from there will 
distribute it through their distrib- 
uting system to consumers in Los 
Angeles, Long Beach, and elae- 
where. The hew line, is the second 
gas-line to be laid to the Ingle- 
wood field. The first line was fin- 
ished several months ago, and is 
being used by the Midway Gas 
Company, and the Southern Coun- 
ties Gas Company. 

Murphy & Dillon officials said 
yesterday that the new gas-line Is 
to be rushed to completion with- 
in thirty days, to be prepsred for 
the winter peak of fuel gas con- 
sumption, which is expected at 
about the beginning of the new 
year.

Eternal Vigilance Price of 
Pioneers’ Safety 


“Every Moon Had Blood on 
It” in Frontier Days 


Woman Describes Life of 
First Settlers 
(EXCLUSIVE 
GEORGETOWN (Tex.) Nov. 26. 
Eternal vigilance was the price of 
the lives of the early settlers in 
Texas. Day and’ night they had 
to be on the lookout for Indians. 
If a man so much as stepped oyt of 
his house to feed his stock his 
family had no assurance that the 
Indians would not surprise and kill 
him before he could return. Moon- 


light nights were the favorite time 
for the Indians to attack the white 
eettlements. ‘Every moon had 
blood on it,” in those trying times, 
for almost as regularly as the) 
moonlight nights came the Indians 
would come aleo, and some blood, 
either of the whites or of the red- 
skins, was shed during such raids. 
On every full moon the settlers 
would move into a fort which had 
been bullt for protection against 
Indian raids. Every night men 
would stand guard. It was often 
the case that the white families 
would not make fires in their 
houses after dark for fear of the 
Indians seeing and shooting them. 
For the same reason they wore 


dark clothing. 

In speaking of those pertious 
times, Mrs. C. A. D, Clamp, one of 
the pioneer settlers of Williamson 
county. related some of the thrill- 
tng@ and terrifying experiences of 
the hardy and courageous men and 
women who came to Texas and be- 
gan the development of this com- 
monwealth. 


HORSES STOLEN 


“I came to Texas from Georgta 
in 1838 with my parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. James C. Davis. We brought 
nine large horees with us, and at 
night we would turn them loose to 
graze around the premises, always 
putting a bell on one of them. One 
night we heard the Indians pen 
these horses In the potato patch, 
about 100 yards from the house, 
and could hear the bell rattling 
vigorously as they were chasing and 
catching them. The next morning 
we were without horges. They al- 
ways had guards watching the 
houses and it would have been cer- 
tain death to anyone to open the 
door and step outside. We had 
loopholes in the house through 
which we could peep and see them 
skulking about the premises. We 
could sometimes see them stealing 
horses that were hitched or staked 
near the house. 

“One afternoon while the fam- 
fly was sitting on the porch my 
uncle went to get his horse that 
was staked only a short distance 
away. About the time he reached 
the horse I eaw two Indians end- 
denly emerge from the cedar brake 
and dash upon him. As one of the 
Indians ran up to him in the act 
of pulling a trigger my uncle etruck 
the gun and the bullet passed 
through uncle's arm, inflicting a 
painful wound. He hallooed, giv- 
ing the alarm. My father and 

rother, who had seen the dash of 

the Indians, had started to Uncle 
William's assistance, ahd the In- 
dians, seeing them coming, fied, 
but carried away the horse and 
stake rope. 

“The Rangers often passed our 
house,” continued Mrs. Clamp, 
“carrying captured Indiang to the 
place where they would be ex- 
changed for Americans whom the 
Indians held as captives. In pase- 
ing they frequentl? stopped at the 
well to resfand get water. On one 
occasion they had a Httle Indian 
girl, who was the child of a chief. 
She was literally covered with 
beads. and bead work. I was then 
a child, but I can remember how 
pretty I thought her with her 
beads. I remember I tried to talk 
with her. 

“A man named Earthman was 
killed by the Indians about one 
mile from our house. He and his 
brother were hunting horses when 
the Indians ran upon them. His 
brother escaped and gave the 
alarm. These brutal and inhuman 
creatures cut Earthman’s heart out 
and hung it up on a stick. They 
then tore his shirt off, soaked it in 
the lifeblood of their victim and 
hung {ft up, also. A party was or- 
ganized to pursue them, but [t was 


too weak to make an attack. 
Parthman’s remains were carried 
to Ruterevilie. His was 


wrapped in a sheet and carried in 
front of a man on horseback. They 
came by our house, and Iisaw them 
as they passed.” 

People of today know nothing of 
hard times in comparison with the 
hardships endured by the early set- 
tlers, according to Mrs. Clamp. 

“In my girlhood days,” she con- 
tinued, “we used hawthornes for 
pina and wore sunbonnets, home-

It is probably safe to say that 
not one of thg forty-eight States 
now administering exactly the 


to it. In some cases the differences 
are only matters of hundreds or 


they must be measured by hun- 
dreds of square miles. These fau!- 
ty boundaries are for the most 
part accepted now, especially in 
the States longest settied; bul the 
agreements have not all been 
reached quietiy. There have been 
scores of disputes between neigh- 
boring States and territories, dos- 
ens of law suite have been brought 
before the Supreme Court and in 
one or two cases bitterness has 
been #0 great that civil war has 
seemed on the verge of breaking 
out. 

The chief difficulty is in drawing 
straight lines. Anyone can draw & 
straight line on a piece of paper. 
He can construct a reasonably 
straight-edged flower bed or drive- 
way. But try to lay out a straight 
line some miles or hundreds of 
miles long on the face of the earth, 
over hill and dale, valley and 
mountain, and you are faced hy & 
Vastly more difficult problem. 

An absolutely accurate line hun- 
dreds of miles long through rough 
country has never yet been marked 
out on the earth's surface, however, 
and probabiy never will be—chief- 
ly because surveying instrumerts 
depend on plumb line or spirit, 
level to establish perpendiculars, 
and these indicators vary with dit- 
ferences In dens‘:y of the rocks 
frora place to place. The closest 
approach to accuracy has been 
made by the “triangulation system

No boundary line is more fa- 
mous than the Mason and Dixon 
line, which divides the North 
and the South. It is the southern 
boundary of Pennsylvania and the 
northern boundary of Maryland. 
It takes ite name from Jeremiah 
Mason and Charlee Dixon, two 
famous mathematicians sent from 
England to survey the boundary. 
The line established by Mason and 
probably more nearly ac- 
curate than any of the other east- 
west boundaries run in the Eastern 
United States. 

In contrast to the Mason and 
Dixon line is the long east-west 
line forming the southern bound- 
aries of Virginia and Kentucky be- 
tween the Atlantic Ocean and the 
Mississippi River. This line is sup- 
posed to lie along a parallel of 
latitude at 30 degrees and 320 min- 
utes north. The line ase laid out 
is probably north of this parallel 
throughout practically its entire 
course. Where it cuts the Tennes- 
eee River it is about twenty miles 
too far north. At this point there 
is an offset to the south and the 
short etretch between the Tennes- 
see and Mississippi rivers is ap- 
proximately on the _ theoretical 
parallel. The southern boundary 
of Tennessee is only less inaccur- 
ate than the northern. It dodges 
both north and south of its sup- 
posed location along the 35th 
paraliel. 

North Carolina is among the 
States suffering the greatest losses 
on account of boundary errors. Its 
diagonal boundary with South 
Carolina ts supposed to extend to 
the 35th parallel before turning 
west. It actually makes the turn 
ten miles short of the goal, then 
Jumps twelve miles north of the 
parallel and continues west. The 
net loss of territory to the State 
is estimated at between 600 and 
1000 square miles.

THE SOUTH SEAS 


ALSO A PERFEOT CIAMATE IN 
SEYCHELLES GROUP OF 
ISLANDS 


. According to the captain of the 
British tramp steamer Penmorvah, 
just arrived at Auckland, New Zea- 
land, from the islands in the South 
Indian Ocean, the real Eden of 
the seas exist in the Seychelles 
group, an English island colony 
1000 miles due east of Mombasa. 

in spite of the close proximity 
of the group to the Equator a 
never-failing trade breese from the 
south is declared to maintain per- 
fect climatic conditions. 

The Seychelles Isiands are thus 
far almost unknown to travelers, 
although a mail steamer of the 
Messageries Maries, making 
French colonial ports in the West- 
ern indian Ocean, touches in the 
group several times a year. Tramp 
steamers cal! occasionally for car- 
goes of guano, or powdered coral, 
which exists in apparently inex- 
haustible quantities among the 
tropical of the Indian 
Ocean. 

But go far as the tourist is con- 
cerned, the Seychelles Islands are 
thus far an undiscovered fairyland 
of the ocean, having, according 
to mariners who have béen there, 
all the beauty and charms of the 
Pacific South Sea Isles and more. 


under way in all those islands, is 
said to have not even commenced 
in this fairy Indian Ocean group, 
where climate is perfect and nev- 
er varies, where flowers and fruits 
and all things that grow in any 
tropical latitudes are so abundant 
as to be free for the taking, and 
where the inhabitants are as hos- 
pitable and kindly as the Tahitians 
themeelves. 

So unusual a sight is a white 
stranger, according to tha captain 
of the Penmorvah, who broyght 
many photographs and other evi- 
dences of the truth of his capti- 
vating descriptions, that every na- 
tive stares in wonder at the infre- 
quent new arrivals, and at ence 
proffers every hospitality avail- 
able. With the exception of one 
other thinly settled group of is- 
jands, about 800 miles separate the 
Seyctielies from any other land, 
the nearest being the wild and lit- 
tle-known nerth end of Madagas- 
car. So that the inhabitants of 
the group have been undisturbed 
and uncontaminated for years, with 
the result that with them time 
has, in effect. stood etill, while they 
have retained all tl» simplicity 
and primitive customs of their an- 
cestors. 

An extraordinary thing about 
the Seychelles group is that the po- 
litical control is English, while 
the language spoken is French, the 
few white people there, with the 
exception of the resident and a few 
officials, French, and the entire at- 
mosphere as French as in Tahiti. 
How this came about is a iong 
story and quite without relation 
to the unmarred charm of the 
place and its romantic appeal. 

The inhabitants are, for the 
most part, of the French Creole 
type, and are eaid to have ali the 
fascination, in appearance and 
manner, that marked the people 
of the Mexican Coast of 
America 100 years ago. Their ex- 
istence is leisurely and unper- 
turbed. They know nothing of 
what is going on in the outside 
world except when a steamer ar- 
rives, for their is no wireless. They 
are unfamiliar with radio, jazz, 
motors and all other up-to-date di- 
versions; but, according to the few 
people who have been there, the 
carefree and joyous nature of their 
existence is remarkable. They are 
an unspoiled people in a faraway, 


from the beaten track of travel, 
and likely to remain thus isolated 
for a long time to come.—([Chris- 
tian Science Monitor. 


AMERICANS LIVING 
IN SWITZERLAND 


The place of the English and 
Russian family in Switzemiand has 
been to some extent taken by 
Americans, who literally swarm, 
and particularly around the Lake 
of Geneva. For the English, 
Switzerland has become an expen- 
sive country, even when compared 
with English prices, and they have 
migrated to Italy, France and Bel- 
gium, where the educational] facili- 
ties are much less in keeping with 
the national character than is the 
case in Switzerland. The Russians 
are frankly ruined and those who 
remain, eke out a rather miserable 


existence without much hope of 
better times. It is here that the 
opportunity comes for the moder- 
ately well-off American who, both 
morally and materially is dissatis- 
fied with his or her own country. 
Moderate means in America mean 
comfort in Europe-—even in Swit- 
zerliand, where everything, except 
fiowers, is dear. There is more- 
over a large class of moderately 
minded Americans who neither can 
nor wish to compete with the lux- 
ury demanded in America, and 
who want their families to receive 
an education of a less superficial 
Mind than ig possible here. Some 
of them live permanently in Swit- 
zerland and send thelr sons and 
daughters to England to school. 
Others educate their children in 
Geneva or Lausanne. 

The contrast between these chil- 
dren educated in Eu and their 
American cousins wht visit them 
is very striking. As far as girls 
go, the American school is de- 
signed primarily for pleasure, It 
is very luxurious—s0 much 460, 
that the majority of parents can 
only provide their girls with a year 
at a boarding-school, which year 
is supposed to give them the nec- 
essary polish and standing. Ameri- 
can school girls are very pitying 
regarding their friends sho really 
have to work in thelr Swiss or 
English schools and, while envious 
of their facility in languages, would 
be exceedingly sorry to change 
places with girls who have not even 
got a “beau.” Americans in Eu- 
rope, on the other hand, easily 
take superior airs with their more 
superficial cousins from America. 
It is nevertheless becoming fash- 
jonable again to be educated in 
Europe, under whatever conditions, 
if only as a reaction against the 
incoherence of the life of American 
girlhood, which receives a severe 
shock as soon as it comes into 
contact with anything real. The
